ASSOCIATIONAL MISSION. 


The origin of Associations, as far as we can learn by bistory or tradi- 
tion, was to maintain unity of faith and practice arsongst the churches in 
certain districts of country as convenient to each other. One of the lead- 
ing practices that moat cloarly rans back to apostolte times and to which 
reference. is frequently made in most pungent manner, is that of aiding 
the poorer brethren and churches in their personal wants, and in their 
anxious necessities, Paul often preached to som Prominent towns where 
from improper views of the members they did not support a Pastor; all 
through the centuries of Ubristian history, the apostolic churches or those 
after their model have kept up the practice of sending out ministers to 
aid poorer churches.and plant new oned, where ‘the providence of God 
seem to indicate. How shall they believe when they have not heard, or 
how shall they hear without a preacher, and how shall he preach except 
he be sent. This bas been the watcb-ory of our brotherbood in all ages; 
when they cease from thus acting and speaking, they thus far bave 
relapsed from primitive faith and practice. There was another faith avd 
practice in apostolic days which opposed itself to missionary efforts and 
ministerial support, but this spirit was rebuked he Christ and the Apos- 
tles. Those who pride themselves on that primitive custom and faith 
never submit to Paul’s censure, which can be found in his Epistles, as 
also of James, is very plain and emphatic language. We recommend to 
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our churches that they always send up a contribution to push forward 
this work. Paul says that the churches should make up their contribu- 
tions before he came, and in other places he commended them for send- 
ing their aid by the messengers of the churches, or as we now term them, . 
the delegates of the charehes, It is with sorrow that we have done noth- “9 
ing the past year, and that the Board is in debt for past services. These 
things ougbt not so to be, brethren; we should arouse ourselve and come 
to the help of the Lord aguinst the mighty.

CONSTITUTION. 


We, the united Baptist churches in the State of Mississippi, having been regularly dis- 


missed by letter from: the following Associations, viz: Aberdeen, Chickasaw, and 


Creek, have united for the pu of maintaining and keeping the Order and Rules of 
an Association, according to the following plan. 

_ Art. 1 This Association shall be composed of members chosen by the different churches 
in dur Union, who on producing letters from their respective churches, certifying their 
election, shall be entitled to seats. é 

Art. 2. The letters from the churchgs are to express No. of white male and female 
members,—No. of colored members, time of meeting,—No. baptized, received by bap- 
tism, restored, dismissed by letter, excluded or dead, since the last Association; the name 
of the Pastor and Pos : ‘ 

Art. 3. The members thus chosen, and convened, shall be known by the JUDSON 
Association, who shall have no power to Lord it over God’s heritage, or inf on any 
of the internal rights of the churches in Union; but shall be an advisory cou! for the 
common benefit of all the churches, and the furtherance of the cause of our Redeemer. 
The Association shall have power to exclude i church from the Union, 
part from the orthodox principles of the Gospel either in faith or practice. (The 
a we and believe, ma: seen in our A 

_ Art. 4. Every church in the Union shall be entitled to three de! and one addi- 
tional delegate for eyery hundred members above one hundred. ould any church neg- 
lect to represent , she shall state the reason in her letter to the next Association, 





Art. 5. New churches may be admitted into this body, who petition by letter and dele- 
be sou See, See to be 
t 
by Rules of Decorum, of their own adoption. - 
rt. 7. Association shall annually elect a Moderator from among themselves, 
-whose duty it shall be to see that the Rules of I are observed, and take the voice 
of the Association on all questions properly brought before it. Also a Clerk shall be 
elected whose duty it shall be to take correct minutes of the acts of the Association. 

Art. 8. No query shall be received for the consideration of the Association until the 
church-presenting it, shall have made an effort to answer it to her satisfaction and failed 
to do so. 

Art. 9. The Association shall have a fund for the support of the same, which sha!! be 
raised by the voluntary contributions of the churches, sent by their delegates, which 
money shall be deposited in the hands of the Treasurer chosen by the Association, who 
shall be accountable to the Association for all monies received by him as Treasurer. 

Art. 10. The association shall Il cases be governed by a majority of the members 
present, except iu the reception and dismission of churches, which shall be unanimous, 

Art. 11. This Association will correspond with other Associations as may be agreed 
on while in session. 

Art. 12. It shall be the duty of the Association to appoint a minister to preach an In- 

se) with an alternate, at each succeeding session, also the time and place 
for the next Association. 

Art. 13. No charge will be received against any church in our Union, only when ¢s- 
tablished by a sister church. 

Art: 4. "This Constitution may be altered or amended at any time by two-thirds of 
the churches composing the body. 

Art. 15. Minutes to be read, adopted and signed by the Moderator and Clerk, before 
the Association finally adjourns.

16th. We believe that Jesus Christ has appointed two positive Institutions or Ordi- 
nances to be observed in his Church, viz: Baptism and the Lord’s Supper; that Baptism 
is immersion in water, in the name of the Father, Son and Holy Ghost, and that believ- 
ers alone are capable of rightly receiving this ordinance; that Baptism precedes the 
Lord’s Supper AND Nowe but regularly ptized ministers have any right to administer 


them.
